This COMPLETE Set of five coins was issued for the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition held in San Francisco in 1915 to commemorate the completion 
and opening of the Panama Canal. 

The San Francisco mint coined 1509 complete sets to be sold at the 
Exposition for a little over $200 per set. Of the 1509 sets originally 
minted, only 483 were sold and the remaining sets were returned to the 
mint and melted down.
